terest in the game. Club owners 
drop a pretty good*aixed wad year- 
ly into minor league affiliates. But

baseball blessing* flow.

•mall-town level ie supported by 
clothing merchants and saloon 
operators who pay a small fee 
In order to properly clothe the 
athletes. They In turn exhibit the 
sponsor's name on their backs. 
Instead of a number, the sandlot 
athlete is generally identified by

Plumbing Shop. Phone: J-8487."

progressed wondrously in. other 
communities. It has a tremendous 
appeal to doting dads, who, be- 
cause of their own deficiencies in 
the sport, are keen to put their 10- 
12-year-olds into a ball suit and 
hustle them into the exhibition. 
The kids turn up with some sur- 
prising performances. The dads 
are always around gratuitously of- 
fering poor advice and confusing 
the picture considerably. It always 
adds to the color of the game.

President Delays Okay 
Of Bricker Compromise 
*Major LegaP Problem 
Must Be Cleared, Claim 


WASHINGTON (tfl—President Eisenhower looked over the latest 


proposed compromise on the Bricker treaty-power amendment today, 
and was reported to be inclined to endorse it if one "major legal and 
constitutional problem can be cleared up." 


Sen. Knowland of California, the 


senate Republican leader, gave 
that report to newsmen after he 
and other GOP leaders reviewed 
the controversy with the President 
at a 2Mi hour White House confer- 
ence. 


Knowland declined to say just 


what is the legal and constitutional 
problem to be cleared up. 


And he emphasized that there 


was no definite agreement on the 
part of the President to support 
the proposed compromise. 


The senator added, however, 


that he was "much encouraged" 
about the propsects for an agree- 
ment. 


He said he and his colleagues 


were returning to the Capitol to 
consult with Democratic leaders of 
the senate and with Sen. Bricker 
(R-Ohio). 


Bricker, author of a controver- 


sial proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to restrict treaty-making 
powers, 
announced Sunday 
he 


would accept a compromise draft- 
ed by senate GOPxleaders if Eisen- 
hower in turn would agree to sup- 
port it. 


Bricker confirmed Sunday he 


had agreed to elimination of a 
clause- that says "a treaty shall 
become effective as internal law 
in the United States only through 
legislation which would be valid 
in the absence of treaty." 


Eisenhower had denounced this 


clause, saying it would give the 
states power to repudiate some 
treaties. Bricker disputed that con- 
tention, but said that if his amend- 
ment were adopted some treaties 
bearing on domestic matter could 
be implemented only by state ac- 
tion.

Off Japan 


34 Are American 
Servicemen, Air 
Force Discloses 
TOKYO UP)—A U. S. air 


force plane only 10 minutes 
from landing plunged 34 
American servicemen and an 
army civilian employe to 
death today in icy waters off 
Hokkaido island, the air force 
said. 


None of the 30 pasengers and 


five crewmen survived the crash 
of the twin-engine C46 Commando, 
a courier plane shuttling mail and 
supplies to a base- in northern 
Japan, said an air force spokes- 
man.

The plane crashed in the frigid 


25-mile-wide strait between Hok- 
kaido and Honshu, Japan's main 
island. 


It was on a regular run from 


Tachikawa Air Force Base near 
Tokyo to Chitose AFB near Sap- 
poro, principal city of the big 
northern island of Hokkaido. 


The air force spokesman said 


only some open parachutes and an 
oil slick were spotted by search 
planes at the scene, about 20 miles 
from land. 


"It's bitter cold up there now; 


they had a big blinard on Hok- 
kaido day before yesterday," tee

Molotov dropped his bombshell 


at the tag end of the longest ses- 
sion yet— 4 '/i hours — over which 
the Russian himself presided in 
the Soviet embassy In East Ber- 
lin. 


In a blockbuster speech, the 


Soviet diplomat declared the 
abnormal situation of a partition- 
ed Germany "must be ended." 
He said the only way to do It Is 
to see she gets a peace treaty. 
Therefore, the Russian added, 
he is submitting one with a pro- 
posal for an International confer- 
ence to act on it. 


Reveal U. 
Red Jets 
In Clash 


WASHINGTON «) — The Air 


Force said today U. S. planes and 
MIG15 jet fighters fought a sharp 
engagement near the Korean coast 
only 10 days ago, after a U. S. 
reconnaissance bomber was at- 
tacked. 
^ 


No American aircraft were lost, 


but one of the Russian-made jets 
was shot down. An Air Force 
spokesman here, who had only 
terse information on the incident, 
said so far as was known in Wash- 
ington there were no U. S. casual- 
ties nor plane damage. 


As for the nationality of the MIG 


pilots, he said only, "It is safe 
to assume they were Communists." 


This was the first known clash 


between U. S. and Communist 
planes since the Korean armistice* 
was signed July 27. Whether by 
coincidence-or not, it occurred on 
a day of considerable tension—Jan. 
22 was the day on which United 
Nations officials released to civil- 
ian status prisoners of war who 
refused to be repatriated to Red- 
held territory. The Communists had 
insisted they must be kept in neu- 
tral custody. However, no serious 
incident developed.

Soviet embassy Jan. 24, on the 
eve of his scheduled departure for 
Russia. 


To Okinawa 


There was speculation that the 


Russian had been flown Saturday 
to Okinawa, a huge U. S. base 700 
miles south of here. 


S. I. Runov, spokesman for the 


Russian mission, called in Japan- 
ese reporters and issued a pre- 
pared statement accusing 
"the 


American espionage organ in Ja- 
pan" of seizing and holding Ras- 
tovorov. 


The U. S. State department and 


Far East command had no com- 
ment. 


Rastovorov was known to be an 


intelligence agent. The Russian 
diplomats had free run of Japan 
and have been in a position to 
gather information on U. S. bases. 


Kyodo news agency 
reported 


earlier that Rastovorov was being 
returned to the Soviet Union to 
explain how he botched a spy as- 
signment. 


Bought Secrets) 


Kyodo said Japanese police had 


caught Rastovorov last spring buy- 
ing American jet secrets from a 
U.S. airman here. The air force 
denied this. 


Rastovorov was one of several 


dozen Soviet diplomats who stayed 
behind after the Japanese peace 
treaty was signed in April, 1952. 
Since the Soviet Union has not 
signed the peace treaty, the mis- 
sion- has no official status as it 
did during the occupation. 


A reliable source said 32 of the 


Russians remaining were intelli- 
gence officers.

Turkey Is Genuine Friend and 


Deserves More U. S. Aid 


Without much fanfare, President Celal Bayar of Turkey 
come to the United States. He deserves the wry warm- 
of "elcomes as the leader of one of the world's staunch-

but the story is quite remarkable. For one thing, the Turks 
have no serious internal Communist threat. They have a 
tough army that even the Russians are believed to fear. They

were first to volunteer military aid in the 


Korean war and their soldiers fought the Communists with 
fierce abandon. Now they are energetically trying tc > ar- 
range a pact with Greece and Yugoslavia (not a NATp 
member) on the west and another with Pakistan and possi- 
bly Iraq for the defense of the eastern lands. 


Internally, Turkey has given the world a notable lesson 


in the evolution of a once corrupt and rotting nation toward 
healthy, industrious democracy. Turkey became a L r<->""- 
in 1923 For long years its first president, Mustafa Kemal 
Ataturk, served as a benevolent dictator. He devoted nun- 
self intensely to the modernization of his country. 


After Ataturk's death, and without a further revolution, 


the succeeding president, who might also have maintained 
himself as a dictator, called for regular popular elections. 
The ruling regime abided by the results, and democracy has 
been flourishing ever since. In world history there are all 
too few examples of dictators voluntarily relinquishing their 
scepters. 


In 1950, after more than 27 years' rule by the People's 


party, the Democrats under Bayar won a landslide victory. 
Bayar has proceeded to give more support than his predeces- 
sors for private enterprise, and under his rule Turkish na- 
tional output has climbed 40 per cent. 
President Bayar is not here, of course, just for hand- 


shakes. Undoubtedly he will press upon President Eisen- 
hower and American diplomats Turkey's view that it needs 
double the aid it is now getting from us. Without it, the 
Turks may have difficulty maintaining the 22 divisions and 
four jet fighter groups with which they now defend the free 
world's southern arc. 
Congress is in a belt-tightening mood toward foreign aid, 


both economic and military. But if it wants to reward a 
real friend and fighting ally— the kind it says it always is 
looking for — this is the chance. 


Same Song, Different Verse 


In 1949, President Truman had just begun his second 


term. A business decline set in that year which ended only 
a short time before the Korean war broke out in late June, 
1950. 


The drop-off was duly noted at the time, but not with 


the fanfare which has greeted the present business slide. 
Thinkirig back over the intervening years, one does not recall 
that labor leaders like Walter Reuther were then shouting 
with the same alarm they now voice. 


Yet the signs were then about the same. In some ways, 


the picture was worse, since the general level of business in 
1948-49-50 was below that of subsequent years, and a drop 
would be felt more acutely.

have done so would have been to embarrass a friendly ad- 
ministration, And to leaders of the Reuther stripe it is more 
important to be "regular" politically than to deal with the 
facts as they are. 


If a decline is bad enough to shout about, it is bad 


enough to shout about no matter which party holds power. 
That is, if you are thinking about the workers and not your 
own economic power.

Jacoby on Bridge 


Never Miss Various Types of Bidding

Just about a month from now, 


during the Washington's Birthday 
weekend, the annual contest for 
the Vanderbilt Cup will be staged 
in New York. The trophy was do- 
nated by Harold S. Vanderbilt, 
who invented the game of contract 
bridge in 1925 and who organized 
this annual tournament in 1928. 


Today's hand is taken from last 


year's contest to illustrate a point 
of bidding that most bridge play- 
ers overlook. Only the exceptional 
player tries to keep track of which 
side the hand belongs to. 


When Edgar Kaplan, the New 


York expert whose team won the 
Vanderbilt Cup last year, -held 
the South cards he decided to 
open the bidding. It's a debatable

spelling bid, with only one jack in 
nigh-card strength outside of the 
hearts, and many experts would 
prefer to pass instead of bid. 
Nevertheless, Kaplan's decision to 
bid cannot be called eccentric; it's 
ft borderline hand. 


Perhaps West was ft bit timid 


to pass; but this was another bor- 
derline case. Ruth Sherman, with 
the North cards, had a perfectly 
normal response of two hearts. 


The response of two hearts 


showed about 6 to 10 points in a 
hand with support for hearts. 
Kaplftn knew that hit partner 
mlfht h»ve only 4 or S points in 
high cards; and he could count 
only U paints to hie own hand. 
It wfts clear that the opponents 
had • majority of the 40 points in 
the deck. Hence the hand be- 
longed to the eneihy.

partly for the moral effect of this 
show of strength and partly be- 
cause there might even be a play 
for the game if North had all her 
strength in clubs. 


As it turned out, South was 


down two. Nobody could double 
nim, and the loss of 100 points 
was cancelled by his honors. 


At the other table East and West 


bid up to four spades. This could 
have been defeated, but North 
and South decided not to risk it 
They bid five hearts and were 
doubled. The loss here was 400 
points. 


This difference of 400 points wa 


largejy due to the fact that one 
player knew what was going on 
and made sure that his opponents 
couldn't find out.

The Doctor Says: 


Complete Cure Cannot Be 
Promised for Arthritis 


By EDWIN P. 4ORDON. Mi. O. 


Mrs. 
L. writes that she has had 


spondylitis for a long time and 
wants to know if this is the same 
as arthrities of the spine. Actual- 
ly, spondyiitis is defined as in- 
flammation od a vertebra, but 
there are several varieties both of 
spondylitis and of arthritis of the 
spine. For practical purposes they 
can be considered together. 


The cause of some types of ar- 


thritis of the spine (tuberculosis 
arthnties for example) is known 
and the cause of others is not. In 
some cases an arthrities of the 
spine may become far advanced 
before producing any symptoms. 
In others symptoms appear al- 
most before the condition can be 
diagnosed 
by 
X-ray 
or 
other 


methods. 


One form of arthritis of the 


spine is that which is fairly com- 
mon in elderly people and in peo- \ 
pie who are overweight. This is a ' 
sort of bone degeneration and is 
not accompanied by true inflam- j 
mation. 
' 


When symptoms are produced, 


however, there is no good method 
of restoring the spinal 'joints com- 
pletely to normal. The treatment 
must, therefore, be aimed at re- 
lieving the symptoms of pain and 
stiffness in so far as that is pos- 
sible. A back brace can be helpful.

After many years it causes a com- 
plete stiffening of the spine—call- 
ed poker spine— and the the pain 
disappears. 
NO SURE-FIRE TREATMENT 


Treatment is still uncertain al- 


though some have reported good 
results with X-ray treatments. A 
few patients have been treated 
with good results, at least at first. 


Any person with an arthritis of 


the spine must have an accurate 
diagnosis which can only be ob- 
tained by careful examination and 
by X-rays. 
When this1 has been 


done the most promising line of 
treatment can be started. But one 
cannot expect too much at pres- 
ent, 
at least in some forms of 


spinal arthritis.

study of local and area history, 
was invited to speak, giving some 
of the background for events to be 
depicted in the show. 


Tyler emphasized the story of 


early roads and railroads in the 
Dixon area. He told of Oliver W. 
Kellogg who laid out a wagon road 
from Ft. Clark (now Peoria) to the 
lead ore fields of northwestern Illi- 
nois. The trail ran through the 
Lowell park area and on to Buffalo 
Grove. 


Tyler said the road had to be 


reasonably level to allow horses 
to pull three tons of lead ore over 
it. Kellogg did his job well, Tyler 
concluded, since the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, which also needed a 
level route, in 1853, laid tracks 
over much of the trail while build- 
ing its line through Dixon to the 
northwest. 


The 
students heard 
of how 


wagons were transported 
across 


Rock river before the ferry was 
established. Tyler said two Indian 
canoes were used; one canoe un- 
der the right wheels, another un 
der the left. The horses had to 
swim across, he added. 


Tyler also explained that the 


pioneer "taverns" were not 
"drinking places." He said they 
served an important need of the 
early settlers since they were 
hotels for the pioneers. The tav- 
erns, in addition to providing a 
place to sleep, served meals, sold 
staple foods and also had facilities 
for repairing broken wagon wheels. 
They served as clearing houses for 
information as to where good land 
could be found, the ^location of 
clear springs of drinking water 
and the best trails to use.

LONDON W>— The bitterest cold 


wave in seven years gripped ice 
and snowbound Europe from Por- 
tugal to Siberia today with no re- 
lief in sight. 


At least 35 persons have died in 


the week-long freeze up, including 
28 skaters who drowned in England 
and Holland and five children who 
froze to death in France. 


Temperatures ranged from 11 


below zero in the Bavarian Alps of 
southern Germany to 30 above 
in Lisbon, where snow fell this 
morning for the first time in many 
years. It was 2 below in Berlin, 
zero in Hamburg, 5 above in Paris 
and 6 above at Hum in southern 
England. 


Blizzards isolated 100 hamlets 


along the mountainous spine of 
central Italy but none was report- 
ed in immediate danger. Along the 
Adriatic, wind-whipped seas tore 
a 90-foot gap in dikes near Rovigo, 
forcing the evacuation of 100 in- 
habitants from the flooded area.

rates up again—as wars and booms 
usually do.

How Many Communists 
Found in Government? 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON W-How many 


Communists has the Eisenhower 
administration found in the govern* 
ment since it took over from the 
Truman- administration one year 
ago? 


Newspapermen have been un- 


able to get the answer. 


They have tried individually and 


collectively a news conferences 
with President Eisenhower and 
Atty. Gen. Brownell. 


This much is known: 
On Oct. 23 the White House an- 


nounced 1,456 persons had been 
separated from the government 
"for security reasons." It said 863 
of them were fired and 883 re- 
signed. 


Within Vk months the adminis- 


tration increased Its total by al- 
most 50 per cent. 


New Standards 


In his State of the Union mes- 


sage Jan. 7, Eisenhower said, "Un- 
der the standards established for 
the new employe security program, 
more than 2,200 employes have 
been separated from the federal 
government." 


It was because of these* stand- 


ards that newsmen asked how 
many of the 2,200 were actually 
subversive — that is, Communists 
or fellow-travelers — and how 
many were fired for other reasons. 


When he took over last year. 


Eisenhower told the Justice De- 
partment to draw up a program 
which would replace former Presi- 
dent Truman's. 


Under Truman's program, a dis- 


tinction was made between "loy- 
alty" and "security." An employe 
could be fired if there was doubt 
of his loyalty. Or he could be fired 
If his habits or associations made 
him a "security risk" in a sensi- 
tive job. 


In the six years of its existence, 


557 persons about whose loyalty 
.there was doubt, were fired or 
denied jobs. 


Eliminate Distinction 


On April 27. 1963. Eisenhower 


Announced a new program pre- 
pared by Brownell. It eliminated 
the old distinction between loyalty 
and security. Now a person can be 
fired if his employment it "not 
clearly consistent «dth the interest 
of national security." 


This includes not only Commu- 


nists and fellow travelers but 
drunks, homosexuals, liars, blab- 
bermouths and mental cases. 
* Since no one in the administra- 
tion has provided an answer, it ia 
possible that the 2,200 people let 
out for security reasons were near- 
ly all "Communists. It ia equally 
possible that nons or only a hand- 
ful were Communists and the rest 
drunks and liars. 


Rep. Francis 
Walter 
(D-Pa) 


says only seven of the 2,200 were 
discharged on loyaly grounds. 


But Sen. McCarthy on Nov. 24— 


one month after the White House 
said 1,456 were let out and before 
the 2,200 figure was given, said 
the government had "gotten rid 
of 1,456, all of whom were security 
risks and practically all of whom 
were removed because of Commu- 
nist connections and activities or 
perversion." 


Ike Expains 


Elsenhower himself has said not 


all of those turned out under the 
security program could be de- 
scribed as "subversive" or "dis- 
loyal."

Roosevelt promises a statement 
today about his wife's suit for 
separate maintenance, in which 
she accused him of infidelity with 
12 women. 


His attorney, Samuel B. Picone, 


said a "lengthy statement" is be- 
ing prepared for the press cover- 
ing many phases of the sensational 
case. 


Picone said Roosevelt will be 


present when the statement is 
issued but "there will be no ques- 
tions and answers." 


No. 1 Question 


Whether the statement will an- 


swer the No. 1 question—why 
Roosevelt signed a letter to his 
wife in 1945, admitting adultery 
with nine women—was not dis- 
closed. Mrs. Romelle Schneider 
Roosevelt's complaint included a 
copy of the letter, and charged 
him with adultery with three other 
women in the last two years. 


Attorneys will have a minor 


skirmish in court today concerning 
location of the trial of the Roose- 
velt litigation. Roosevelt sued his 
wife for separate maintenance Jan. 
18 in Santa Monica. She filed her 
suit last Thursday in Pasadena. 


Picone said, "It makes little 


difference to us where either or 
both suits are heard; we just want 
quick hearings." 


Roosevelt also pondered opinion 


of prominent Democrats that he 
should withdraw from the race for 
congress in the 26th California Dis- 
trict. 


Suggests Withdrawal 


Mrs. India Edwards, vice chair- 


man of the Democratic national 
committee, and former Gov. Cul- 
bert L. Olson of California both 
said'Sunday that Roosevelt can 
best serve the party by dropping 
his candidacy. 


Mrs. Edwards and Olson both 


emphasized that they were con- 
cerned only with the party welfare 
and were not attempting, to judge 
the merit* of toe marital contro- 
versy between Roosevelt and his 
wife. 


"I feel very strongly that a man 


should have his house in order be- 
fore he seeks public office, and I 


don't see how anyone with a modi- 
cum of common sense could fail 
to see how this situation would af- 
fect the party," Mrs. Edwards 
stated. 


He's Undecided 


Roosevelt said Saturday night he 


is undecided whether to remain in 
the race. 


Roosevelt refused comment Sun- 


day on statements by Mrs. Rich- 
ard Durant, the former actress 
Jayne Shadduck and now the wife 
of a Honolulu doctor, and Mrs. 
Robert S. Howard, the former ac- 
tress Andrea Leeds, both of whom 
denied they are the persons of 
similar names included in the 
Roosevelt letter. 


Mrs. Durant said she had cabled 


Roosevelt demanding an immedi- 
ate public retraction of "the false, 
libelous statement" linking her 
name with his. 


Mrs. Howard said she felt com- 


pelled to make a public statement 
because of widespread "assump- 
tions" that she was the Mrs. How- 
ard named in the letter. 


Calls It Ridiculous 


"How could I be? It's ridiculous! 


It's terrible!" said Mrs. Howard, 
who lives in Palm Springs with 
her wealthy sportsman husband 
and their two children. 


Atty. Arthur E. 
Schifferman, 


representing Mrs. Roosevelt, said 
her action in exposing Roosevelt's 
confessions of adultery was purely 
defensive, done in the interests of 
herself and their three children.

Council, which guides policies of 
the 10-million member labor or* 
ganization, was expected to open 
its sessions with a study of the 
nation's economic situation and 
the growing number of unemploy- 
ed. 


Leaders said that they are wor- 


ried that increasng job layoffs in 
factories may spread to construc- 
tion and other industries in which 
the AFL has its heaviest member- 
ship. 


AFL President George Meany 


has been sharply critical for weeks 
of many administration policies 
and an AFL spokesman said Sec- 
retary of Labor James P. Mitchell 
has arranged to come here from 
Washington Friday for a confer- 
ence with the AFL chiefs. 


Probably the biggest problem 


due for consideration at the coun- 
cil's 10-day session is the peace 
plan worked out to provide ma- 
chinery for settling disputes with 
CIO unions and between the AFL's 
own union organization. 


The AFL and CIO have nego- 


tiated a "no raiding" pact pro- 
hibiting a union from either or- 
ganization from trying to take over 
already organized members of a 
union in the other organization. 
However, it will become effective 
for unions specifically signing it. 


The CIO has announced that vir- 


tually all its unions are ready to 
sign. Meany was reported deter- 
mined to force a showdown to find 
out how many AFL unions are 
willing to go along.

Can't Believe It 


Backfield Coach Johnny Lujack 


wie of those mentioned as a pos 
lible successor, said, "I just can' 
believe it; I was convinced Frank 
would never leave Notre Dame.' 


Lujack knew nothing of the de 


Cision until advised by reporters 
tt his Chicago home. Leahy him 
self indicated he had talked the 
matter over with only one Notre 
Dame official— the Rev. Theodore 
Hesburgh, president of the Cath 
olic university. "I haven't even 
talked to Athletic Director Ed 
Krause," said Leahy. 


It was Leahy who actually was 


responsible for the surprise sur 
rounding the announcement. As 
late as last week, he had laughed 
off queries about his future a 
Notre Dame. Many times he had 
•aid he wanted to stay at Notre 
Dams "as long as they want me.' 


Considers Business 


But apparently doctors con 


vinced him coaching was becom 
Ing too much of a strain. He said 
he now is considering three or 
(our business opportunities. 


Meantime, speculation began im- 


mediately on his successor, and 
names were falling on the Notre 
Dame campus like raindrops. 


There was no official word on 


this angle from any Notre Dame 
official. Neither Father Hesburgh, 
Krause nor Leahy would name 
iveti a possibility. 


However, insiders thought the 


choice would be confined to a 
Notre Dame man— a tradition at 
the South Bend school— and very 
likely would be on* of Leahy's 
•even assistants. 


Leahy gave the only hint of a 


possible course in an interview in 
Chicago, saying any one of his 
aides "is capable of taking over.' 


Mention Crlnunuw 


His assistants are Bob McBride, 


Terry Brennan, Lujack, Bill Early, 
Joe McArdle, Walt Ziemba and 
Johnny Druie. All except McArdle 
and Druze are former Notre Dame 
stars. These two were picked up 
by Leahy from Fordham, where 
he served as line coach in the 
'30s. 


Also given prominent mention 


were two Notre Dame grads now 
head-coaching at other schools- 
Hugh Devore, recently signed by 
Dayton 
university, and Bernie 


Crimmins, a former Leahy assist 
ant who has three more years to 
go on a contract with Indiana uni< 
versity. 


Of the Irish staff, Terry Brennan 


and Bob McBride are known to 
have impressed Leahy greatly. 
Brennan at 25 is the youngest of 
the lot. Before joining Leahy last 
season, he made history in Chica 
go by coaching Mt. Carmel high 
school to three straight undefeated 
seasons and city championships. 


McBride, 30, and Brennan play 


cd on Leahy's 1946, national cham 
pionship team. 


Leahy's resignation ended an 


other fabulous era for Notre Dame 
football. Since assuming the coach- 
ing position in 1941, he has com- 
piled a record of 87 wins, 11 losses 
and 9 ties. Six of his teams were 
undefeated and four of them were 
national champions. 


From Boston College 


Only Knute Rockne, the man 


whose genius brought Notre Dame 
its national following, did better. 
Rockne, who coached Leahy in the 
late '20s, won 105 games, lost 12 
and tied 3 from 1918 until his death 
in an airplane crash in 1931. 


After Hunk Anderson and Elmer 


Layden successively coached the 
Irish through the '30s, Leahy show- 
ed up with an impressive two-year 
coaching record at Boston college 
behind him. His Boston teams won 
30 games and lost only two. He 
previously waa line coach 
at 


Georgetown, Michigan State and 
Fordham. 


• Leahy, a personable, handsome 
man, collapsed between halves of 
last season's fame . with Georgia 
Tech. At first the attack was 
thought to be a heart seizure and 
he was given the last rite* of the 
Roman Catholic church.

BUFFALO, N. T. OR— The AFL 


Switchmen's Union of North Amer- 
ica says it is taking a strike vote 
against five large railroads and 
several smaller ones in support of 
a 40-ccnt an hour wage increase. 


The union said it had rejected 


an offer from the railroads of a 
five cent an hour increase plus

He said the vote would involve

Fleete said the current basic 


pay scale, including "escalation," 
amounted to $1.99 an hour.

railroad workers, the switchmen 
in particular, of justified wage in- 
creases during the'past 15 years.

Earth 4Mt Billion Years 
Old? Say Atom Scientists 


CHICAGO <8i—Four scientists us- 


ing an atomic yardstick to meas- 
ure time have pushed the origin 
of the earth back to at least 4^ 
billion years ago. 


This is the oldest dite yet ob- 


tained by analyzing elements in 
the solar system. 


However, there is evidence that 


for some two billion years of its 
existence, the earth's surface was 
not solid as it is today, but was 
molten or in some other diffuse 
nonsolid state. 


Based On Lead 


The studies were based on two 


slightly different kinds of lead 
found 
in meteorites—the small 


bodies which scientists say were 
formed in the same nuclear up- 
heaval that produced the earth. 


The lead once was uranium, a 


substance that loses its radio- 
activity at a known rate in a de- 
caying process. However, there are 
at least two kinds of isotopes in 
natural uranium, differing slightly 
in weight. 
Marshall Girls 
Still Protest 
Domestics Tax 


MARSHALL, Tex. (B—Rebuffed 


by the1 Supreme Court, Marshall's 
rebellious housewives say by gum 
they're still not paying social se- 
curity taxes on wages of domestic 
servants. 


In their first move • since the 


Supreme Court refused to hear 
their appeal from adverse lower 
court decisions, the housewives 
Saturday fired off a letter to In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner T. 
Coleman Andrews. 


They told him they are again 


filing quarterly income tax reports 
but are making no payments and 
charged the courts have based their 
rulings on tax law instead of con- 
stitutional law. 


The housewives argue they can- 


not constitutionally be forced to 
serve as tax collectors. Their lead- 
er, Mrs. Carolyn Abney, told re- 
porters, "We have been given a 
judicial runaround." 


Several times internal revenue 


agents have tapped the women's 
bank accounts for enough money 
to cover the tax they claim is due. 


The different rate at whcih the 


two kinds of isotopes lose their 
radioactivity is the key to the age- 
determining technique. 


The heaviest isotope, uranium 


238, loses half its radioactivity in 
4>/2 billion years, decaying into 
lead 206. Another uranium isotope, 
U-235—the kind used in the A-bomb 
—loses half its radioactivity in 710 
million years, and decays into lead 
207. 


Rates Reveal Age 


A comparison of the ratio of the 


two kinds of lead present reveals 
the age of the sample. The higher 
the proportion of lead 206, the old- 
er the sample. 


The study of the lead atoms was 


made on the University of Chica- 
go's mass spectrometers by Claire 
Patternson and Harrison Brown,
